The creation of a Utah Winter 
Sports Authority and new ideas to 
decrease Utah’s tax rate are among 
the issues that will be on the agenda 
when the opening gavel falls next 
week in the Special Session of the 
Utah State Legislature. 

This special session of the 48th Leg- 
islature of the State of Utah, a session 
Gov. Bangerter called for by an offi- 
cial proclamation last month, will 
open Tuesday at 10 a.m. 

The session will bring Utah’s state 
legislators back to Capital Hill to dis- 
cuss issues Bangerter feels are too 
pressing to wait until next January. 
Along with the proclamation, the goy- 
ernor released a 10-item agenda to be 
addressed during the special session. 

The 1998 Winter Olympics is the 
issue expected to draw the most at- 
tention. 

The legislature will move to create 
the Utah Winter Sports Authority, 
an agency that will coordinate the 
construction of winter sports facilities 
in Utah. 

Such facilities are expected to help 
in the state’s goal of bringing the Win- 
ter Olympics to the Salt Lake area. 

Legislation will also be adopted to 
finalize the process for statewide 
voter approval of $50 million in state 
taxes to be loaned to the Utah Sports 
Authority. 

A referendum on the question of 
state taxation is scheduled to go be- 
fore Utah voters in November. 

Earlier this week Utah House 
Speaker Nolan Karras released a sec- 
ond draft of a bill outlining how the 
state tax money will be collected by 
the Utah Sports Authority and later 
repaid to the state.

ployees. Retired state employees are 
exempt from state income taxes, but 
retired federal employees in the state 
are not. 

The U.S. Supreme Court recently 
ruled that states giving exempt 
status to retired state employees 
must also extend the same status to 
retired federal employees. 

The state legislature must decide if 
Utah will grant the exemption to fed- 
eral employees or discontinue the 
practice of granting exemption to for- 
mer state employees. 

The legislature is also expected to 
authorize the disbursement of the 
Homeless Check-off funds. Many of 
Utah’s taxpayers donated to the 
homeless fund by marking through a 
check-off box on last year’s state tax 
returns. 

The funds will be disbursed to sev- 
eral agencies in the state that offer 
assistance to Utah’s needy.

Need-based _ scholarships _ are 
awarded by the Financial Aid Depart- 
ment mainly through private scholar- 
ships, said Sue DeMartini, the Pri- 
vate and Continuing Student 
Scholarship Coordinator. 

Attached to each scholarship are 
certain stipulations for its awarding. 
One example is the Oscar Eliason 
Scholarship, awarded to Canadian 
students who have financial need. 

“Our responsibility is to fulfill the 
constraints of the donor,” Hardy said. 

One factor in awarding scholar- 
ships to students who need financial 
assistance can be determined by the 
ACT Family Financial Statement. 

The FFS uses a congressionally-de- 
cided formula to determine the stu- 
dent’s need, said Hardy. 

There are 60 variables in the for- 
mula; however, the primary ones are 
the number of family members, the 
number of family members attending 
college full or part time, their income 
and the assets of the student and par- 
ents, said Hardy. 

There are two ways to apply for an 
academic scholarship, said DeMar- 
tini. Students may apply as freshmen, 
transfer students or continuing BYU 
students. 

To award scholarships to freshman 
or transfer students, a preparation 
index is used, said DeMartini. 

The preparation index includes a 
student’s ACT scores, high school 
GPA and the type of classes taken. 

“We measure the actual prepara- 
tion they have for college,” she said.

“We know they (the North Viet- 
namese) have accurate records,” she 
said. “They refuse to give us an ac- 
counting,” she said.

Travelers on Orem’s 800 East will 
soon be able to drive from 1600 
North to 1300 South with fewer 
stops — and maybe a little faster. 

The Orem City Council voted 
unanimously Tuesday to remove 
stop signs from the intersections at 
400 North and 400 South on 800 
East. The council said the move was 
made to create a second north-south 
throughway in the city and alleviate 
traffic congestion on State Street. 

City traffic studies, presented to 
the council by Jack Jones, director of 
Public Works, indicate 74 percent of 
traffic at the 800 East and 400 North 


intersection and 66 percent of traffic 
at the 800 East and 400 South inter- 
section are moving either north or 
south. The results of the study war- 
rant a change from four-way stops to 
two-way stops at the two intersec- 
tions, he said. 

This is the second time stop signs 
have been removed from the two in- 
tersections. Stop signs were removed 
in 1980 in conjunction with a speed 
limit increase from 25 mph to 35 mph. 
Because of increased accidents and 
speeding infractions, the stop signs 
and 25 mph speed limit were restored 
in 1984, Reducing the speed limit and 
replacing stop signs caused a decline 
in the street’s traffic, Jones said.

Service for latchkey kids may end soon

Phone Pal, a call-in service for 
latchkey children, may be put on hold 
for a while. 

Operated by the Family Support 
and Treatment Center, Phone Pai as- 
sists latchkey children under the age 
of 14 when they need someone to talk 
to, need help with homework or have 
an emergency. 

But lately, the service has been 
getting more prank calls than legiti- 
mate calls. 


. “We get-about 370-calls.a month and 
‘only about “45° calls’ are’ legitimate,” 


said Wendy Moore, assistant admin- 
istrative director of FSTC: 

“The others are prank or hang-up 
calls. 

“For this reason we are thinking 
about discontinuing the service,” 
Moore said. 

Joy O’Banion, administrative di- 
rector of FSTC said Phone Pal is also 
suffering from a shortage of funds. 

In the past two months the service 
has been combined with another ser- 
vice called Parents United, a self-help 
support program for the sexually 
abused. 

The center does not have enough 
money to operate both programs, 
O’Banion said.

Stopping and starting is also ex- 
pensive, a UDOT study states. 
UDOT estimates every time a vehi- 
cle resumes movement, it costs 50 
cents in fuel, vehicle and road 
maintenance which amounts to an 
estimated $700 per day at the two

‘We see we are inan ideological cage’ 


Russian explains reforms

Soviet intelligentsia believe the 
problems that instigated reform 
measures lay in the political sphere 
rather than in economic failure as 
leaders originally claimed, said a So- 
viet philosopher Wednesday. 


Dr. Vladmir Mikhailovich Ash- ' 


marin, assistant professor of philoso- 
phy for the Moscow Institute of In- 
ternational Relations, said it is clear 
to many that economic reforms have 
failed. 

“At first we thought it was eco- 
nomics. Now we see we are in an 
ideological cage,” said Ashmarin toa 
large crowd at the David M. 
Kennedy Center for International 
Studies. 

Ideological changes in the Soviet’ 
Union have led some to analyze the 
theory and practice of Marxism, said 
Ashmarin. “They try to understand 
what is true and what is still true, 
what is no longer valid for our times 
and what is no longer true.” 

The most interesting part is when 
students ask questions, said Ash- 
marin, who has 20 years of teaching 
experience. He trains the foreign 
service officers and ambassadors for 
the Soviet Union. 

“Students are always more radi- 
cal, but Soviet students today are 
much more outspoken. I could never 
imagine being that outspoken when I 


was a student. Sometimes they sur- 
prise me,”he said. 

Perestroika is what Ashmarin de- 
fined as the “restructuring of all 
spheres of life in the Soviet Union.” 
He identified three areas of reform 
that have most affected the Soviet 
people as democracy in politics, eco- 
nomics and international relations. 

One way Ashmarin believes the 
Soviet Union is demonstrating its 
democracy in politics is in the in- 
creased freedom to speak out. He 
said in the past he would not have 
been allowed to travel in the United 
States for longer than six months 
and speak as freely as he has. 

“People are no longer silent. Peo- 
ple are having their say about 
events,” said Ashmarin. 

Economically, things have not 
changed that much in the eyes of the 
common people. One reason is that 
it takes more time for economic re- 
forms to take effect, said Ashmarin. 

“We have free education, but it is 
not as good as we would wish it to 
be,” said Ashmarin. “Everyday life 
has changed very little.” As a result 
of this, Mikhail Gorbachev is possi- 
bly more popular in the United 
States than he is in the Soviet 
Union, he said. 

Ashmarin, a loyal Communist 
Party member, believes the re- 
forms would have to continue even 
if Gorbachev were to step down or 
lose his power. “We are past the 
point of no return,” he said. 


Drug helps premature babies breathe

Four premature infants are breath- 
ing easier because of a recently ap- 
proved experimental substance called 
Surfactant being used at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center. 

“Surfactant is a naturally occuring 
synthesized substance made by the 
lungs,” said Ronald A. Stoddard, a 


_ neonatologist at UVRMC. | 


The inside of the lungs are covered 
with air spaces, Stoddard said. In 


~ premature infants, the spaces col- 


lapse between breaths, making 
breathing extremely difficult. 

He said Surfactant forms complete 
bubbles in the lungs to keep the air 
spaces from completely collapsing. 

Only infants with Respiratory Dis- 
tress Syndrome can be given Surfac- 
tant. 

Babies with RDS do not excrete 
enough Surfactant naturally on their 
own, he said. 

A teaspoon of Surfactant is given to 
the infant in the first 24 hours.of life 
and again in the 12 hours to follow. It 
is administered through a tube in the 
windpipe, Stoddard said. 

Infants: wit’ RDS are usually put 
on breathing mathiries.” 

However, infants on breathing ma- 
chines take longer to breathe inde- 


pendently and sometimes receive 
lung injury, he said. 

Stoddard said there are side effects 
related to Surfactant. 

Some side effects are gagging, 
coughing and a tendency to stop 
breathing. 

He said infants on breathing ma- 
chines may also stop breathing, but it 
goes unnoticed because the machine 
breathes for the infants. 

“Only four babies have been 
treated [with Surfactant at UVRMC] 
so far, and all have responded very 
nicely,” Stoddard said. 

In August, the UVRMC Institu- 
tional Review Board approved the ex- 
perimental use of Surfactant. 

Burroughs’ sales representative, 
Fred Babbel, said that the company is 
supplying the drug to UVRMC free. 
After the drug is approved by the 
FDA, it will be sold. 

Stoddard believes Surfactant will 
be approved by the FDA in the next 
year for standard hospital use. 

Four hospitals in Utah are using 
Surfactant. It has been proven to 
work. 

The FDA needs to research the ef- 
fects. Until then Surfactant can only 
be used esau said Stod- 
dard. 

He cad adult RDS patients may 
someday benefit from Surfactant 
also. 


Outspoken officer suspended

SALT LAKE CITY —A Salt Lake 
police officer who contends detectives 
did not thoroughly investigate the 
slayings of several northern Utah 
women in the mid-1980s says he has 
now been suspended. 

Officer Frank Hatton-Ward said 


_ that as of Wednesday, he had been 


put on administrative leave with pay 
pending the outcome of a “pre-termi- 
nation” hearing. 

However, Assistant Chief Ed 
Johnson refused to comment on the 
nature of the investigation and said 
that there are no immediate plans to 
terminate Hatton-Ward. 

But Hatton-Ward’s letter, signed 
by Johnson on behalf of Police Chief 
Michael Chabries, states: “An inves- 
tigation relative to numerous and 
very serious breaches of police rules 
and regulations on your part has just 
been completed. 

Upon reviewing the investigation, 
it is apparent to me that there is suffi- 
cient evidence to terminate your em- 
ployment.” 

The letter, which does not specify 
any allegations, orders Hatton-Ward 
to be suspended with pay and says 
that a pre-termination hearing will be 
scheduled soon.

Hatton-Ward contends the depart- 
ment has been trying to fire him since 
he made allegations that the detective 
division failed to follow up on leads he 
developed regarding the deaths of 
several young women slain between 
1985 and 1986. 

The homicides remain unsolved, 
with detectives saying they have ex- 
hausted all leads, including Hatton- 
Ward’s. 

Hatton-Ward and two former po- 
lice department crime analysts have 
said they have information to suggest 
the homicides were committed by lo- 
cal youths, one of whom is serving a 
life sentence for capital homicide. 

In May, Hatton-Ward and the for- 
mer crime analysts filed a petition in 
the Utah Court of Appeals asking 
that the police department be forced 
to answer why they haven’t followed 
up on leads that the three have given 
to homicide detectives. 

In June, the petition was thrown 
out of the court, which said it did not 
have jurisdiction. 

Hatton-Ward then hired attorney 
Suzanne Dallimore and has been ne- 
gotiating with the police department 
through the city attorney’s office.
